The Standing Committee of the Ulster 
Unionist Council met yesterday in Belfast. 
deliberated foran hour, and decided to call 
a full meeting of the Council for Friday. 
It had before it the pro 
posals for the constitution of .the Irish 
That much is clear from Mr. 


(jovernment's 


Convention. 
Bonar Laws statement in the Commons 


yesterday that these proposals are com- 
plete and are now awaiting the decision 
of certain parties in Ireland. If they are 
such as Unionist Ulster could not accept, 
the Committee would have rejected them 
yesterday. If they are not such as a full 
meeting of the Council is likely to accept, 
we do not think that the Committee would 
have put the Council to the trouble of 
assembling in Belfast from all parts of 
Ulster. We are inclined to believe, there- 
fore, that Unionist Ulster will be repre- 
sented at the Convention. The only party 
whose action remains really doubtful 
is that large body of unoflicial Nation- 
alists who, without being extreme Sinn 
Feiners, have been in open hostility to the 
recent policy and conduct of the Nation 
alist Parliamentary Party.

— It 
has demanded that partition shall 
be ruled out of court, and that, 
in the last resort, a majority of the Con- 
vention shall have power to coerce the 
Unionists of Ulster. Such conditions 
would violate, of course, the essential prin- 
ciples of the terms of reference and would 
kill the Convention in the womb. 

The Government's refusal to consider 
the interests of Southern Unionists was 
largely responsible for the failure of Mr. 
Lloyd George's first proposals. It didsnot 
repeat its mistake.on this occasion, and it 
has been rewarded witha loyal response to 
its plea of “ Imperial necessity,” which, as 
we believe, has had, and will have, the most 
important results, In the first place, the 
Southern Unionist example cannot fail to 
influence the attitude of the Northern 
Unionists. In the next place, it has at

once impressed all thoughtfal Nationalists 


who really desire a settlement by agvee- 
ment, and has given pause to those Nation- 
alists who, for one reason or another, 


have been trying to wreck the Con- 


vention. The Southern Unionists are 
ready to meet their fellow-countrymen 
of all parties in an effort to bring 
peace to Ireland. They are willing 
that no project—not even the project of 
partition, which they hate as intensely as 
any Nationalist can hate it—shall be ex- 
cluded from the Convention 's catalogue of 
solutions. We suspect that many Nation- 
alists had not thought the Southern 
Unionists capable of this, spirit of sacri- 
fice, and had counted on them to wreck 
the Convention by demanding the 
elimination of partition. The result of the 
Southern Unionist decision is that, if the 
Convention is to be killed at all, the mal- 
content Nationalists must kill it, and must 
take before the world the whole responsi- 
bility for killing it... We see signs that 
they will hesitate to accept that very grave 
responsibility. We think that they are be- 
ginning to recognise the wisdom of 
abandoning their impracticable claims. If 
the Southern Unionists—who were the first 
to protest against partition last year—are 
willing to discuss it now, without abating 
their hatred of it, no Nationalist, by show- 
ing the same willingness, will compromise 
his equally strong convictions on the sub- 
ject. When the Southern Unionists insist 
that no tolerable settlement can be based 
on the coercion of Ulster they merely 
state, as every Nationalist knows in his 
heart, the invincible truth. Their sanity 
and patriotism in this crisis of. Irish 
affairs are striking proof that their exclu- 
sion from those affairs during the last 
thirty years has been a national misfor- 
tune.

The Post Office. 


In the House of Commons yesterday 
the Postmaster-Genera] made an interest- 
ing statement regarding the work of the 
Post Office during the past year, The war 
has increased enormously ifs importance 
and responsibilities, and it has suffered 
much ingonvenience through the Joss of 
trained men who have been withdrawn for 
active service. Of the 75,000 officials who 
volunteered for enlistment 2,000 were 
Irishmen. As an evidence of the valour 
of the Post Office officials in the field it 
is noted that among the numerous distinc-. 
tions awarded to them are three V.C.'s, 
thirteen D.S.O.’s, and 205 Military 
Medals. Apart from. these examples of 
individual bravery the Post Office Rifles, 
since their appearance in France in 1015,

The in- 
creased burden ón the work of the Depart- 
ment is due to the number of letters and 
parcels, amounting to nearly eleven mil- 
lions, which were despatched overseas dur- 
ing the year. The figures which deal with 
the decrease in the number of parcels de- 
livered to German prisoners of war in- 
terned in the United Kingdom are instruc- 
tive. Although the number 6f prisoners 
must have increased largely, the parcels 
have diminished in quantity by something 
less than half. This points directly to the 
increasing difficulty in obtaining food- 
stuffs in Germany, and, probably, to a 
greater confidence in the British treatment 
of German prisoners. A complaint was 
made by Sir Charles Hobhouse that, while 
the number of British prisoners in Ger- 
many shad increased of late by 7,000, the 
number of parcels despatched had re- 
mained the same; but Mr. Pike Pease, 
replying on behalf of the Post Office, 
pointed cut that a steady average of two 
parcels per head per week was being de- 
livered in Germany. This-may be re- 
garded as a fairly satisfactory state of 
affairs.

IRISH BREWING INDUSTRY. 


LARGE PROTEST MEETING IN 
DUBLIN. 


PROSPECTS OF UNEMPLOYMENT 
IN IRELAND. 


A public meeting was held last evening in the 
Round Room of the Mansion House, Dublin, to 
protest against the Government restrictions re- 
cently im upon the manufacture and out- 
put of and spirits, and. against the 
‘threatened proposals of the Government to take 
control of the breweries, to transfer the brewing 
rights to munition areas, and to reduce the 
gravity of all beers brewed to 10.40.” There 
was a very large attendance, which virtually 
filled the room. The Lord Mayor presided, and

would, in our opinion, cause ruin to our two 
local breweries, as likewise to about 60 of the 
small licensed houses ” (Thomas Grace, Hon. 
Bec.); Newry Licensed Traders (Messrs. Quin, 
Chairman, Boden, Vice-Chairman, O'Rourke, 
Treasurer, and McPeake, Secretary); Alderman 
O'Donovan, Limerick; King’s County repre- 
sentatives of the brewing, malting, and dis- 
tilling trades (signed, P. J. Egan, Name):

THE LORD MAYOR. 

The Lord Mayor said that he was there 
briefly to explain the objects for which the meet- 
ing was called. He had always believed that 
too much drink was consumed in Ireland. (Ap- 


plause.) If the country was to prosper and, 


the people be uplifted they should become more 
temperate, (Hear, hear.) In saying that he 
was sanguine that the brewers, distillers, and 
publicans in Ireland would agree with him. 
While he was to a great extent interested in 
preventing the destruction of the property of 
people who had their life-savings sunk in the 
business, he was to a greater extent interested 
im the thousands of workers who would be dis- 
employed owing to the restrictions, (Applause.) 
Nothing, to his mind, bred discontent, and even 
revolution—(great and continued applause)—in 
the heart of any man as to be disemployed. 
Fault would be found with him—(“ Not here ”’) 
for raising any of these issues in the midst of 
a great war, and with them in Ireland for even 
objecting to having their industries ruined. 
What would it be to thousands and thousands 
of tho men who would be disemployed? 
What did they care who won the war 

--(vigorous applause)—if they were turned 
cut.on the roadside to died of starvation. That 
meeting was held to protest on their behalf 
against the action of the English Government. 
He need hardly say that that was not a tem- 
perance meeting—-it was not an intemperance 
meeting either. The question was a vital ono, 
affecting practically every pulse of the national 
life of the country. Unemployment and de- 
struction of property had alfeady taken place. 
One brewery in Dublin alone employed over 
3.000 people, and many others were employed 
in the breweries and distilleries throughout the 
country, as well as indirect employment such 
es that of carters and tradesmen. An enormous 
rumber of those men were already out of 
employment. Industries in Ireland were, un- 
fortunately, few. England's policy for over a 
hundred years was to crush them out of exis- 
tence. (Applause.) It appeared to bim that 
the most recent proposal with regard to control 
of breweries and the transfer of brewing rights 
to munition areas was only one more instance 
of history repeating itself, (Applause.) 

E RESOLUTION. 

Dr. Myles Keogh, City High Sheriff, moved 
the following resolution :— 

That this meeting of the citizens of Dublin enters 
its most emphatic protest against the restrictions 
recenliy inpused upon the manufacture and output 
of beer and spirits as calculated to wipe out two of 
the remaining industries of the country, and thus 
cause unemployment and misery amongst thousands 
of workers, as well as the ruin of traders who 
have invested their Lfe-savings in their business; 
aud we protest in the amost resoluic manner agallisl 


the threatened proposals of the Government to take. 


control of the breweries, to transfer the _ brewing 
rights to munition areas, and to reduce the gravity 
of ali beers brewed to a flat rate of 10.40—a figure 
fur below that of the article manufactured ty thus 
coubuwy: 

He said the brewing trade of Ireland had been 
for generations a monument to Irish genius 
and industry, and the fact that this great in- 
dustry Was threatehed with ruin and extinction 
should make every citizen shudder at the pro- 
spect of such a calamity. One wondered 
whether the Government proposals were really 
due to.the exigencies of the war or whether 
there was behind this scheme the policy of rival 
manufacturers on the other side of the Channel. 
In Scotland and Wales the situation was en- 
tirely different, for these countries were 
studded with munition factories of all kinds, 
and there was never such industrial prosperity 
in England as at the present time. The people 
of this country would not tolerate the destruc- 
tion of their industries, (Applause.) Tho Eng- 
lish brewers owned the publichouses, and could 
shut them if they had not supplies, and would 
thus be making an actual saving. Moreover, 
any price could be charged in England, where 
the munition workers were simply eolling in 
wealth. He understood that the Prime Minister 
had practically decided to appoint a Liquor 
Controller, to transfer the brewing rights to 
the munition areas, and, most serious of all, to 
reduce the gravity of all beers brewed to 10.40. 
This proposal, he was told, was not yet aban- 
doned. The reduction of the gravity of beer 
would simply mean the ruin of Guinness’s colos- 
sa! industry and its transfer to England. 

Mr. W. J. Tyrell (Coopers’ Society) seconded 
the resolution and said that he represented over 
400 coopers ih the City of Dublin who would 
largely be affected if these drastic restrictions 
came into force. If Ireland had her own Food 
Controller she would work out her own destiny. 
(Applause.) . 

NO GERMANISED STANDARD WANTED. 

Mr. T. M. O'’Beirne, supporting the motion, 
said that that magnificent meeting was ample 
evidence that the question was not @ parochial 
one, but a national question, affecting practi- 
cally 75 per cent. of the population of this 
country in one way or another. If he knew 
the feeling of that meeting and the fighting 
capacity of his countrymen, Mr. Lloyd George 
had a littl more to run up against in the 
future if he tried to destroy their industries. 
(Applause.) To extinguish the quality of their 
trish beer, which had been regarded in this 
country as an article of food, the Government 
proposed to bring them down to the low 
standard of what was known in England as 
“ four-ale”’ (“spurious beer”), He did not know 
how it would be.taken down the qua laugh- 
ter)—and they did not want their Germnanised 
standard here. They wanted to be let alone 
and allowed to live in their own. way, and not 
have their industries crushed out. (Hear, hear.) 
There could be no tampering with the temper 
of their people at.the present time, when it 
was sought to wipe them out. Oriticising the 
Strength of Britain Movement, the speaker said 
that it was well financed by those who did 
not give to the Red Cross Society or oth 
military purposes, that it was the outcome of 
fanaticism, not inspired by desire of reform, 
not of necessity or warranted, but simiply the 
work of a body in England called the Noncon- 
formist Conscience, @ highly sensitive body who 
had put ruin Ww the past on the conditions of 
this country. (Applause.) 

Mr. J. - Kennedy, Chairman of the Kings- 
town Urban Council, aaid that he was there to 
protest, personally and on behalf of those he 
represented, against the latest action of British 
rule. Gelf-preservation wes the first law of 
nature. They were going to have a Convention 
—~(langhter)—-it was going to be presided over 
he believed, by an En man—(laughter)—and 
the secretary, who had already been appointed, 
was an Englishman. What did they want 
better than an Irishman himself? What they 
claimed was to be allowed to rule themaelves, Was 
their future constitution te be made for them 
by a Chairman a er and a Secretary Eng- 
lish? (“Never.”) That augured well for the 
outcome of the coming Convention. 1t appeared 
to him ridiculous-—— 

The Lord Mayor—I really think that the pur- 
pose for which we are here is not to discuss the 
Convention-—(applause)>—and I must respectfully 
ask my friend to stick to the resolution before 


us. 
Mr. Kennedy, who had a very warm rn on 
on rising again, said that if the eaten 
were an effort on the part of the Government to 
conseript those who would be deprived of em- 
yment, let them be honest.

there was hardly any man in Dublin who had 
done more for the industries of the country 
than be had. (Applause. ) Therefore, he 
claimed to have the right to address that meet- 
ing without interruption. (Hear, hear.) He 
was, and would continue to be, a temperance 
man, but the question before them was not a 
temperance question at all, and he was there 
because thousands of men had been put out of 
employment in the St. Patrick's Division. Every 
ehopkeeper in the division was affected. If the 
Government took away employment from a 
large number of men, it wae their duty to 
provide them with other employment. Loyalty 
was &A contract between the Government and 
the governed, and when the Government ceased 
to do their duty, then loyalty need not be ex- 
pected from the community. (Applause.) The 
matter did not rest with the members of 
Parliament—it rested with the people. (In- 
terruption.) Replying to an interrupter, Mr. 
Field said he was neither a ewell nor an 
aristocrat-—he was a plain working man, who 
had to earn his living by hard labour and 
longer hours than most men. He did not caro 
what they ealled hum, for he was willing to do 
his duty in any position in which he was 
placed. There was an English saying-——— (Re- 
newed interruption.) He asked them to give 
him a chance, because he was not the sort of 
man to be put down if he believed he was 
right. It was not only hia right, but his duty 
to come to that meeting, and it was moet extra- 
ordinary that Irishmen could not combine on 
a subject on which they were all agreed. (In- 
terruption.) If they took up the position as 
citizens of Dublin that they wanted fair play 
and equality of treatment, then he would say 
that those had rights who dared maintain them. 
(Applause and hisses > 
MR. LORCAN SHERLOCK. 

Mr. Lorcan Sheriock, LL.D., supporting the 
<esolution, recalied the fact that the Lord 
Mayor had recently presided at a meeting re- 
presenting all classes in the North and South 
of Ireland to protest against injury being done 
to one of their main agricultural industries and 
to safeguard Irish horse-breeding. (Applause. ) 
There was, as becomes sensible Irishmen, abso- 
lute unanimity at that meeting. That night 
the Lord Mayor was again presiding over an 
important meeting of citizens, representing 
every phase of thought, and it was a significant 
sign of the times that there could euch 
absolute unanimity on a question affecting the 
every-day life of the community. (Applause.) 
He was there as a temperance man and a 
public representative to join his fellow-citizens 
in @ public protest against the action of the 
Vovernment in attempting to strike another 
vital blow at two of the main branches of 


‘another Irish industry which was peculiarly 


connected with the City of Dublin. They 
should all stand shoulder to shoulder in this 
matter, and should “ to the British Govern- 
ment: “Thus far shalt thou , and. no 
farther.” (Applause.) They were fold that the 
action of the Government concerning the brew. 
ing and ng trades bad become essential 
for the purpose of giving food to the people, but 
there was very little use in talking of providing 
the people with food if the Government at the 
same time deprived them of the power to pur- 
chase food.
